Kniendtuent. Later, when tho Wash- 
ington party was organUtott It also de- 
clared for suffrage, and when tho Leg* 
I^taturo convened Governor Tener tn 
his message called the luw-niuKant* at 
tention to tho subject. 


The suffrage amendment was IntfO' 


dticed in the House of itepresontatlves 
January £0, by Frank 1L KocKwell of 
Tio^a. About the mi mo *lm« a simi- 
lar resolution was Introduced In the 
Senate by Senator A. W. Powell of Al- 
legheny. 
Those resolutions provided 


for amendment of the Stato Constitu- 
tion, which would tfivo any woman 21 
yean* or ok'er ttie vote. 
The 
Senate 
Judiciary 
commltlea 


took no action on tho Powell resolu- 
tion* Uut tho corresponding commtttuo 
of the House promptly reported out 
the Rockwell resolution, and tho suff- 
ragists centered their attention upon 
it. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Pennsylvania 


Woman Suffrage Association had op- 
ened headquarters tn Harris burg and 
put a committee In charge of tho cnm- 
pnign *or tho measure among tho rep- 
resentatives and Senators. 


The House put Its approval on «ulf- 


rafie without delay. t\tut the Uockwolt 
resolution passed finally on February 
5 by a vote of 13t to "0. it was tnos- 
saped to the Senate and referred to 
the committee that tuul been holding 
the Fo-wetl resolvttton for weeks. 


After much effort on tho part of 


the suffrage advocated, tho jtultclury 
jteiieritt comrnlttne n^foetl on February 
IT that there should be a hearing one 
month iatef, on March 18. By this 
time the AntUStiffraga Association hud 
opened headquarters In Harftsburg, 
and the hearing on March IS was at- 
tended fay hundreds of women from all 
P»rta of the State both for and against 
the proposition. 


Wh"n the resolution earno up on 


third reading. April 1, Us friends ask- 
pd for postponement, urging that sev-| 
em! Senators who wished to votd for 
it were absent on account of Stcknoss. 
The mntlon developed a tie vote. 21 
to 2t. and lieutenant Governor John 
M. Keynotds cast his vote In favor of 
postponement. 
Otherwise the resolu- 


tion would have been killed. Next day 
the effort to get tt to a vote and de- 
feat It wap renewed, tthd again tho 
poll was a tie, thte time 22 to 22, tho 
Lieutenant Governor once more voting 
to save the measure, 
tfhtlt this In- 


cident occurred, them had not been 
an occasion for the tilolltenant Gox*- 
errtor of T**»nn«*yivanttt to vote to break 
a tie in the Senate since 1836.

The action of the Chamber of Com- 


merce directors in endorsing- the Clauc 
Commission 
Government Bill 
has 


aroused considerable 
criticism. 
A 


prominent citizen discussed this mat- 
ter today. 


"The committee which Is supposed 
to represent the Chamber of Com- 
merce represents the personal views ot 
a small minority of its members," ho 
said. "As a matter of fact, this ques- 
tion has not been submitted to the 
membership of the organization. It 13 
a matter which vitally 
affects 
the 


town at large, including- the entire 
membership of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. 
I think the directors have 


usurped too much authority in putting 
the organization in a position of en- 
dorsing- experimental legislation, with- 
out affording the grencral membership 
an opportunity to be heard. On thtr 
surface it appears that some of the 
directors are playing politics. 


"2 have heard that some of the 


directors themselves are not fair that 
with the merits of the two bills now 
pending in the Legislature, yet they 
unequivocally endorse one of them, 
probably the least desirable of tho 
two. 
Tlu Beidh-man bill is as well 


suited to the needs of Connellsville. 
One director remarked that he was 
against the Beldleman bill because it 
did not eliminate ward lines in the 
election of a council. Then he admitted 
that he hadn't read either of the bjlis. 
The Beldleman bill provides for a 
small council of five members, elected 
at large, who serve without pay. 


"I£ the Clark bill passes, regardless 


Of Its other features, it will saddle 
the to\vn with four councilman getting 
$500 a year, and a mayor paid at least 
that much. 
There is $2.500 a year 


for councilmanlc salaries alone. Five 
hundred dollars a year will not in- 
duce a man to give any more time to 
city affairs than if he didn't get anv- 
thing." 


One of the most earnest supporters 


of the third class city movement waa 
the Chamber of Commerce. The dual 
council system at that time had not 
become so repugnant to those with 
progressive ideas. It has been gener- 
ally conceded that a single council, 
oC fewer members, would be an im- 
provement. 
Both bills now pending1 


provide this feature. The Beldleman 
bill makes no other important change 
tn the third class city law. The Clark 
bill provides a non-partisan ballot, in- 
itiative and referendum, and other 
radical 
provisions. The 
Beidleman 


bill otters a safeguard in the matter 
moht important to municipalities by 
providing a- referendum on franchise 
grants, if demanded,
